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REMARKS 


Believing that something of a permanent nature should be 
accomplished each year, to this end two grades have been 
eliminated the past year, namely, one on Kingston Road 
and the other on upper Linden Street. 

There are many other grades the removal of which would 
be very desirable, but being ledgy in makeup considerable 
expense would be involved. 

There are, however, a few small grades that could be re- 
duced and the material gained thereby be used to advantage 
for grading and filling purposes. 

The bridge at Perkins Hill had to be rebuilt and the steel 
bridge had to be double planked. Some replanking will have 
to be done to other bridges this coming year and some paint- 
ing as well. With the completion of the state road, two of 
the main avenues leading out of town have been put in good 
condition. There are still others of equal importance, which 
should receive some attention, looking towards something of 
permanent improvement. While I do not believe in extrava- 
gance in road building, I do think that we should be as liberal 
as possible in our road appropriations for the next few years. 
With a view to the existing condition of our highways, I 
would recommend that the sum of fifteen thousand dollars 
be raised for the year nineteen hundred and sixteen.

There has been 1000 feet of new hose bought the past year 
and other necessary repairs made.

The electrical construction is in better condition than ever 
before, and it is planned to renew about one-half mile of closed 
circuit this year and to make repairs on the tower at the gong. 

In view of the low water pressure at the west end of the 
town which makes it impossible for the department to do 
any good with a hydrant stream in fighting a fire, the Board 
of Engineers do recommend that the town purchase and 
maintain a small fire engine with horses to be located near 
hose house No. 1 or 3. 

We also recommend that the hose reel be removed from 
engine house on Water Street and a combination auto chemi- 
eal, large enough to carry two chemical tanks, 800 feet of 
hose and 10 men, be purchased and placed therein.

Public Library Report 


SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The books in the library, excluding the Perry collection, 
number at present 18,910. The total number of books given 
out during the past year was 34,108. These books are classi- 
fied as follows: Fiction, 20,324; juvenile department, 7,139; 
historical and general literary subjects, 6,645. While the 
number of books of fiction given out is only about three 
hundred more than last year, there is a gratifying increase 
in the circulation of non-fiction and juvenile. The fact 
that almost fifteen hundred more juvenile books have been 
given out speaks eloquently of our increasing need of a chil- 
dren’s room. Five hundred and seventy-two new books 
have been added, 197 of these being credited to the Merrill 
funds; also 17 books have been replaced, and 39 volumes of 
magazines bound. 

Five hundred and seven cards have been issued during the 
current year, 309 to townspeople and 198 to students of the 
Academy.

The Robinson Seminary 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of Robinson Seminary: 


The present enrolment of 327 pupils in the Seminary has 
never been exceeded in number and has been equalled only 
by last year’s enrolment of exactly the same number. Such 
' a large number of pupils presents serious difficulties. 

There are some architectural features of the building which 
make it extraordinarily difficult to utilize all of the time of the 
school day to best advantage. 

Moreover, the lower classes are so large that no teacher in 
charge of them can satisfactorily meet present-day teaching 
requirements. There are one hundred fifty pupils in the three 
lower classes. Another teacher is needed to give instruction 
to these girls. ‘As the school funds are not sufficient to provide 
an additional teacher, the most reasonable solution of this 
need, and of other very serious problems which overcrowded 
conditions have imposed, seems to have been given by the 
action of the Board of Trustees in voting unanimously a 
recommendation that pupils should not enter the Seminary 
until the end of the sixth grade instead of at the end of the 
fifth grade. 

The largest number of Seminary graduates to enter college 
in a single year went last fall to eight different colleges: Bates, 
Boston University, Middlebury, Mt. Holyoke, New Hamp- 
shire, Simmons, Smith and Wellesley. Of the thirteen who 
entered college, every one satisfactorily passed the work 
of the first semester, upon which rating is given to preparatory 
schools. Not only this, but almost every one attained ex- 
ceptionally good marks. Best of all, it was noticed that the 
school had given such training as enabled students to organize 
their lesson material intelligently, work rapidly and efficiently, 
and economize time to good advantage. 

Eleven of the thirteen students entered college in the fall 
immediately succeeding graduation from the Seminary. This 
shows that sufficient changes have been made in the work 
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of the College Preparatory course of the school to enable girls 
to succeed in college without taking a year of postgraduate 
study. 

Two girls graduating from the Domestic Arts course entered 
college last fall. As neither of them received a mark lower 
than C in the college work of the first semester, it is evident 
that satisfactory preparation for college may be obtained from 
the Domestic Arts course as well as from the College course. 

Reports have come from several colleges in the past three or 
four years which show that our graduates succeed exception- 
ally well in scholarship. These colleges have given to the 
school proofs of confidence in its work, which are given only 
as a result of evidence of excellent preparation. The success 
which has crowned the work of the College Preparatory and 
Domestic Science courses is evidence of ability to realize the 
expectations of the school’s founder and of the friends who 
have at heart its highest interests. 

The pupils who entered college last fall were taught Latin by 
what has been called the New Hampshire method. None of 
those who pursued the subject in college failed in their work. 
As the method has met with general success wherever it has 
been used, it may be of interest to consider some of the condi- 
tions which led to its adoption. 

For many years there has been a growing dissatisfaction 
with the traditional method of Latin teaching. An appalling 
number of pupils taught by the old method failed on sight 
translation in college entrance papers; the colleges have merci- 
lessly criticized the results attained in most schools, an exces- 
sively large number have failed in the work of the first and 
second years in secondary schools, individual initiative and 
independent work have been observed too rarely, such dis- 
honesty has been shown in the.use of translations and in de- 
pending upon some bright pupil to do the work for the class 
that it may fairly be questioned whether many pupils would 
not have been better prepared for the work of life if they had 
never studied a subject which could lead them into such dis- 
honesty. 
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An enormous amount of time and energy has been expended 
in needless and useless thumbing of the leaves of the vocabu- 
lary. So much energy has been expended on words that little 
surplus has remained for thought-getting. Syntax, though 
properly only a means to an end, has frequently been so mag- 
nified as to seem the only pretext for studying the subject. 

Not many years ago it was supposed that the study of 
Latin would develop brain cells which could work as efficiently 
in mathematics as in the subject which produced them. But 
a large number of experiments conducted during the past ten 
or fifteen years by competent psychologists has demonstrated 
the fallacy of this once-accepted doctrine of formal mental 
discipline with unlimited transfer of training. We do not 
necessarily play a piano better because we have learned to 
ride a bicycle. It is even possible that bicycle riding may 
produce a muscular condition which would be a disadvantage 
in piano playing. Apparently, we experience habit transfer, 
so that if we work well at one task we are more likely to work 
well at another task. But the transfer seems to be confined 
to these narrow limits. Since the principle now seems to be 
well established that no general mental discipline exists, if 
Latin had no other justification than as a means of mental 
discipline its presence in a school curriculum could be de- 
fended by few scholars who have studied modern educational 
progress. 

What then is the chief reason for the study of Latin? It is 
the chief reason for the study of any language, to get thought 
either from the printed page or from the spoken word. In- 
cidentally, we are helped in our mastery of English, incidentally 
we also ought to acquire many useful habits, but chiefly we 
should learn to read,—a matter of supreme importance. 
Swimming does not make us proficient in skating, learning to 
run an automobile does not give us great skill in caring for a 
garden. The way to learn to do anything is to do that thing. 
The way to learn to read Latin is to read Latin. The sooner it 
is begun, the more it is practised, the better will be the results. 

A great amount of easy Latin slowly and gradually increas- 
ing in difficulty is the great need at present. The teacher must 
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now write much of the simple material which is needed for 
reading. 

Sight reading is particularly emphasized because honest, 
independent, careful work can best be secured through read- 
ing under the eye of an instructor. 

The general procedure follows the practices which obtain 
in modern teaching of pupils to read English. Reading is 
from first to last the chief feature. In many classes pupils 
have done a considerable amount of outside reading from such 
books as Fabulae Faciles, Via Latina, Viri Romae, Eutropius, 
and Nepos, and have reported upon them as they do upon 
books in English. 

It is essential that the concrete precede the abstract in any 
study. In language, reading should precede grammatical and 
syntactical study. Therefore, the place of grammar is at 
the end and not at the beginning of the Latin course. Gram- 
mar, which is to be learned in the beginning of any language, 
should be acquired through the medium of reading and con- 
versation, because the unvarying trend of competent investi- 
gation has disclosed the principle that linguistic development 
comes through the learning of linguistic elements in their 
functional relations in the sentence rather than through gram- 
matical analysis. Almost without exception, accomplished 
and unprejudiced psychologists have found that general 
linguistics are developed as an adjustment from reading litera- 
ture and not through grammatical study. 

When the study of Latin is begun emphasis is placed on the 
meaning of words rather than on their case form. The pupil 
selects in translation the meaning which makes sense in the 
sentence and does it more quickly and efficiently than he would 
if he thought of case forms. By omitting any thought of case 
the mental process is short-circuited and thereby speed is 
increased. 

Psychology is showing by experiment that speed and effic- 
iency are inseparable. Therefore the maximum of speed and 
concentration is insisted upon. Quick perception cards, used 
for drill on vocabularies and word forms, well serve this pur- 
pose. Visual, vocal and auditory forms of memory are culti- 
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vated by this drill. Writing on the board and on paper give 
opportunity for the formation of motor images, an essential 
factor in efficient recall. 

This method was established in recognition of the fact that 
educational practices which were well suited to conditions 
fifty years ago may be out of harmoney with present-day 
needs. Many who have a genuine love for Latin are led to 
hope that the method will inspire pupils with sufficient interest 
and attention to save the subject from the lamentable fate 
which Greek has suffered. 

Even if the method produced no better results than the tradi- 
tional method, it would still justify itself in that it greatly 
lessens the excessive amount of work in outside preparation 
which the conscientious pupil is forced to do. It should, there- 
fore, mean better health and greater happiness in school life. 

The school was fortunate in retaining this year all but one 
of the teachers who were here last year. School work has been 
carried on with less interruption than would otherwise be 
possible. 

Miss Marian H. Locke, a graduate of the Seminary and of 
Wellesley College, was elected to the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Miss Roxie Odiorne. 

The department of physical education will next year be 
without an instructor. Miss Esther Watson, who has been 
giving to the department her enthusiastic help during the 
past two years, plans to return to college next year. It is to 
be hoped that some way may be found to continue this ex- 
tremely important work. 

By causing to be painted the walls of the entrance hall on 
the first floor and of the main room on the second floor, you 
have added to our surroundings an attractiveness and an aid 
to cheerfulness which is greatly appreciated. 

By giving your encouragement and support to the teaching 
staff of the school, you have helped us in our work in a way 
which we deeply appreciate.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Exeter, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, in said 
Town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1st. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 

2nd. To choose by ballot and major vote three selectmen. 

3rd. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of 
the Robinson Female Seminary for the term of seven years. 

Ath. To choose by ballot and major vote a treasurer of the 
Robinson Female Seminary. 

5th. To choose by ballot and major vote three trustees of 
the trust funds held by the Town of Exeter. One trustee to 
hold office for one year, one for two years, and one for three 
years, in accordance with Section 2, Chapter 162, Laws of 1915. 

6th. To choose all other necessary town officers, auditors, 
or committees for the ensuing year. 

7th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor, for repairmg highways, for 
repairing and building bridges, for repairing and building 
sidewalks, for building drains and sewers, for oiling the streets, 
for payment of the town debt, for ighting the streets, for de- 
fraying the expenses of decorating the graves.of Union soldiers, 
for preventing the spread of the brown-tailed moth within 
the town, and for other charges arising within the town, and 
for the payment of the firemen for the ensuing year. 

8th. To hear the reports of committees heretofore chosen 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

9th. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of five 
thousand dollars to complete improvements in the ‘sanitary 
conditions of the town. 
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10th. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of seven 
hundred dollar's for the purchase of a pair of horses to replace 
the old town team. 

11th. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
the report of the State Board of Underwriters in relation to 
fire protection in the town of Exeter and pass any vote or 
make any appropriation relating thereto. 

12th. On petition of John E. Young and nine others: To 
see if the town will choose a committee of five to consider 
the question of obtaining more adequate fire protection in 
accordance with the report of the State Board of Fire Under- 
writers, to employ experts if necessary, and to report at an 
adjournment of the March meeting not later than three 
months from date thereof. 

13th. On petition of Frank Lamson and seventy-nine 
others: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed nine thousand ($9,000) dollars for the 
purpose of purchasing fire apparatus best suited to the town’s ~ 
need. 

14th. On petition of Henry A. Shute and eleven others: 
To see if the town will vote to appropriate in addition to the 
usual appropriation for the care of streets, the sum of twenty- 
five hundred ($2500) dollars for the purpose of macadamizing 
Pine Street. 

15th. On petition of Reginald C. Stevenson and thirty 
others: To see if the town will vote to retain the girl pupils 
in the town schools until the end of the sixth grade.
